Mr. Joseph McCarthy {instructed by 
Messrs. O'Connor and Co.), on behalf of the 
plaintiffs in the action of Otto Thursen and 
Anton Savrsun against Haak Lund for wages 
due, applied for final judgment.

Ireland and the Oxford Movement. 


Ireland will have a special interest in 
the coming celebration of the centenary of 
the Oxford Movement, which during the 
past century has aroused so much religious 
controversy. — : 

One of the principal causes which gave 
origin to the Béai was the abolition 
by the British Government of ten Irish 
bishoprics in 1833, a step which made 
Churchmen ask on what basis the Church 
rested if attacked by the Government. 
The step drew the now famous rejoinder 
from Oxford.. Keble preached a notable 
sermon on the subject at Oxford on July 
14th, 1833, and Newman places this as the 
beginning of the Oxtord Movement, 
which later drew the valuable support of 
Pusey and other leading Churchmen of the 
day. In the end the Oxford Movement 
became so strong that it changed the face 
of the whole Anglican Communion. | 


“Francis [les Again. 


The other day I suggested that “‘ Francis 
Ties ” raight be Miss E. M. Delafield. Miss

Charting Air. & 


I wonder how many people know that 
the Automobile Association has a special 
department for preparing charts for air- 
men. Specially-prepared charts can be 
made for long-distance flights, and, as a 
matter of fact, charts prepared by the 
Association were used by Mr. Mollison on 
his recent successful trans-Atlantic flight. 
Such charts are expensive to prepare, and 
the set for a trans-Atlantic flight would 
cost about £100. For flights like Mr. 
Mollison’s, however, they may be hired 
for a moderate fee. Long-distance charts 
are made out in sections like a pack of 
cards, and as the aviator passes from one 
section to another he needs only to remove 
the topmost card and place it aside, By 
means of these charts and his instruments 
the airman can tell his exact position, 
even if he is over-mid-Atlantic. 


A Xodern Crusoe. 


I heard the other day some particulars 
of a man who must be nearly the loneliest 
‘person in these islands. His name is 
George McErlain. He is 76 years old, and 
lives entirely by himself on a little island 
of the scattered group on Lough Beg, 
adjoining Lough Neagh, between Antrim 


and Derry. There he rules like a king 
over his solitary. domain, but his only sub- 
jects are the birds. Perhaps, he derives 
some satisfaction from the fact that such 
as rent and taxes do not -exist in 
his kingdom, and that a thousand other 
worries in ble from more normal 
‘domiciles are unknown. His house is a 
dittle cabin of wood and stones, which he 
built with his own hands, and for occupa- 
tion he finds his time fully employed in 
cultivating his ‘‘land,’’ fishing and 
cutting turf—interrupted by weekly visits 
to the mainland for provisions. The 
winters, however, sometimes bring anxious 
days to this modern Crusoe ; for he has no 
Man Friday on whom to rely for assist- 
ance if the need arise. 


Developing Hudson Bay. 


My recent paragraph on Montreal has 
prompted a correspondent to send me a 
note about another Canadian news item 
which is of importance in view of trade 
development following the Ottawa Con- 
ference. His letter deals with the estab- 
lishment of the new port at Churchill. 
He remarks that althongh Hudson Bay 
has been known to seamen for several 
hundred years, no serious attempt to 


utilise the shipping route has been made 
since Henry Hudson sailed the Discovery 
into the bay in 1610, until the completion 
of the undertaking inaugurated by the 
Canadian Government this year. The 
Hudson’s Bay Company has sent ships 
into these waters for more than two hun- 
dred and fifty years; many ships of war, 
whaling ships and other craft also have 
passed through the straits into the bay at 
various times, and as many as thirty- 
eight vessels have been reported in one 
season. During the course of the wars 
between the English and French hostile 
expeditions entered Hudson Bay, and, in 
view of the establishment of the port at 
Churchill, it is an interesting fact that in 
1718 a fort was built there by the Hud. 
son’s Bay Company. 


Churchill Port. 


A railway now has been constructed to 
the town, which was also the site of Fort 
Prince of Wales—destroyed by Admirza! 
ba Perouse in 1782—and the Port of 
Churchill, has been established on tha 
mouth of the Churchill River, which pro- 
vides a‘large, land-locked harbour. Suc- 
cessful test chipments were made to 
Europe last year and during the present 
season, but next year, says my correspon- 
dent, it is anticipated that a considerab]- 
proportion of the Canadian harvest will 
be shipped through the new port. which 
will serve, moreover, to expedite de 
liveries of grain from Minneapolis, the 
centre of the United States wheat in 
durtry. as it is only four hundred and 
fifty miles distant. The sea journey 
from Churchill to England, however, is 
slightly longer than from Montreal. The 
mileage to Liverpoo] is 2,936, as compared 
with 2,760 on the latter route. 


QUIDNUNG. 
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“EVANS OF THE 
BROKE.”’ 


TO COMMAND THE AFRICA 
STATION. 


It was announced last night that Rear- 
Admiral Edward R. G. R. Evans, C.B., 
D.S.0., is to be Commander-in-Chief on the 
Africa Station, in succession to Vice-Admiral 
Hugh J. Tweedie, C.B., to date from January 
18, 1933. 

Few men have led such full lives: as Rear- 
Admiral Evans, famous as “Evans of the 
Broke.” 

Ihe episode which won him this title is one 
of the most stirring of the war. Evans was 
in command of the destroyer Broke when she 
and the destroyer Swift encountered six 
German destroyers in the Straits of Dover. 
The Broke torpedoed two of the enemy 
vessels, then rammed a third, and defeated 
her crow in a fierce fight, in which cutlasses 
were used. Evans was prom-ted to captain 
the next day. 

In 1909 he joined Captain Scott’s British 
Antarctic Expedition as second in command, 
and in 1912, when he was barely 31, he was 
promoted in recognition of his services to the 
expedition, and became the Navy’s youngest 
commander. 

Evans was the last man to see Scott alive, 
when only one hundred and forty-five miles 
from the South Pole, and, after the death of 
Scott and the advance guard in 1912, he took 
command of the expedition. 

When, in 1928, he was promoted to flag 
rank at the age of 47, he was the youngest 
rear-admira]. 

From 1929 to 1931 he commanded the Royal 
Australian Navy. 

He possesses over thirty decorations.

HOW CZECHO-SLOVAKIA HAS 
MADE GOOD. 


THE DIFFICULTIES OF A DANUBIAN 
SETTLEMENT. 


(BY NICHEVO.) 


FTER a few weeks in Central Europe 
one’s mind acquires so many new im- 
pressions and ideas that it is difficult, even 
in retrospect, to sort them out, and. gain 
anything like a clear view of a situation 
which is full of all kinds of complexities. 
Yet two facts stand out in bold relief—the 
present condition of affairs cannot continue 
indefinitely, and a return to the status 
quo is quite out of the question. What. 
then, will be the future of this exceedingly 
interesting part of the world? 

Somebody once said that if the old 
Austrian-Hungarian Empire “had not 
existed it would have had to be invented. 
Undoubtedly, it provided one kind of solu- 
tion for the many problems of Central 
Europe, and the experience of a 
thousand years went a. lon way 
towards keeping the peace through- 
out the Emperor’s wide dominions. 
But the whole system was wrong at the 
core. .The Empire was based on no sort 
of popular consent; it was a tyranny of 
bayonets, and the many different 


sympathy with its Byzantine outlook. 
Their one idea was to gain freedom from 
an irksome yoke. Czechs, Slovaks, Poles, 
Serbs. Croats, Slovenes—they all yearned 
for political and economic independence, 
and for years before the Great War began 
the rulers of the Dual Monarchy were in 
the position of men sitting on a safety 
valve. 

Sooner or Jater an explosion was bound 
to come. Old. Franz-Josef, for all his 
many faults, saw what was toward; but 
he was in the hands of utterly un- 
scrupulous courtiers and politicians, and 
there is little doubt now that one of the 
most urgent causes of the War was Count 
Berchtold’s cynical desire to precipitate 
an external crisis in order to divert 
popular attention from the rapidly de- 
veloping eruption at home. 


MASARYK’S VISION. 


From the very first day of the war it 
was obvious to those who knew their 
Central Europe that the Dual Monarchy 
was doomed. Thomas G. Masaryk met 
his young friend, Edward Benesh, on one 
of the Prague bridges. 
then an elderly man—he was over sixty— 
he saw a vision of Czech freedom, and, 
having inspired Benesh with his own 
enthusiasm, set off with his youthful com-

panion to preach the gospel of liberation 
throughout the allied world. 

The event justified Masaryk. Thousands 
of Czech soldiers in the Austrian Army 
‘went over to the Allies, and Czech blood 
was spilled on every battlefield. The 
Southern Slavs also sympathised with 
their Serbian brethren, and even the 
Poles, who had little reason to love the 
Russians, did everything in their power to 
hamper the Austrian cause. In October, 
1918, the end came, and with it the 
emergence from bondage of-the Succession 
States. The treaties of St. Germain and 
Trianon gave legal sanction to accom- 
plished facts. Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo- 
Slavia, Rumania and Poland divided 
among them the territories to which their 
ethnographical irredente entitled them. 
Hungary lost very extensively, chiefly to 
Rumania. and - Czecho-Slovakia, while 
Austria was left with tirtually nothing 
but the city of Vienna and a cabbage- 
patchy 

The changed conditions have been in 
existence now for fourteen years, and it is 
possible to form a fair judgment on their 
chances of permanence. So far as I could 
gather from a more or less superficial 
study of affairs, there is no hope—or fear 
—of any kind of federation, at any rate 
during the lifetime of the present genera- 
tion. I have referred already to the 
intense race consciousness of the peoples of 
Central Europe. People on this side. of 
Europe have no conception of the strength 
of this factor in those nations’ lives. Fate 
has ordained that German, Slav and 
Magyar shall live side by side; but no 
power on earth will make them live 
together. 


A WIDE GULF. 


The differences between the Irish Free 
State and Northern Ireland are negligible 
in comparison with those between the 
several peoples of Central Europe. In 
towns such as Bratislava, where. they 
are next door neighbours, the racial and 
linguistic gulf between them is parti- 


less degree. No League of Nations can 
mix oil and water. The uneasy congeries 
of peoples which the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire managed to hold together for so 
long by force of arms never can be re- 
stored. All the King’s horses and all 
the King’s men cannot put. Humpty 
Dumpty together again, and the sooner 
Europe realises this outstanding fact the 
better it will be for everybody concerned. 
I do not suggest that the peace treaties 
are sacrosanct; far from it. In the case 
of Rumania, for instance, far too much 
territory was given to her by the Allies; 
and, as the culture of the Magyars un- 
doubtedly is higher than that of the. 
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Rumanians, a certain amount of injus-

vania. A _ rectification of frontiers be- 
tween Rumania and Hungary sooner vr 
later must be arranged if subsequent 
bloodshed is to be avoided ; but whatever is 
done must be done by agreement between 
the two interested Powers. At present 
the Magyars are sulking. They are a 
virile race, whose history proves that 
they cannot be kept down permanently ; 
and if the Rumanians are wise they will 
take the earliest opportunity to get rid 
of a sullen minority that is capable of 
infinite mischief 


AUSTRIA’S FATE. 


Little or nothing can be done for 
Austria. One day her problem will be 
folved by Anschluss with Germany—all 
over Vienna to-day one can see Hitlerite 
slogans such as one sees on the gables of 
Porta »>v.n and Sandy Row—but the day 
is not yet. In the meanwhile she must 
dree her own wierd. Unhappily, in this 
hard world of ours ee victis remains an 
unchallenged rule; and, if any nation was 
more guilty of the war than another, the 
Austria of Berchtold and Conrad von 
Hoetzendorff was that nation. It is easy 
to be sentimental over Austria. One 
cannot but like the easy-going, good- 
humoured people, who, like many other 
people, were bamboozled by a cynical 
Government, and one must admire their 
culture... But their empire was an evil 
thing, and its demise deservedly was: un- 
wept. 

It so happened. that the most important 
part of the Austro-Hungarian Empire’s 
industrial area lay in that territory which 
has now become Czecho-Slovakia. Nearly 
all the really big industries came under 
Czech. control! on the change of Govern- 


has. prespered while: Austria has fallen 
into decay. The Czechs have. made a 
thorough job of their country.. They have 


tent that they have been able to maintain 
a favourable: balance of trade at a time 
when all the. rest of Europe has been 
ne in depression. 
Skoda Works and Bat’a have set an 
example to the world by virtue of their 
enterprise and their go-ahead methods, and 
the economic policy which has been 
followed by the Czech Government has 
been remarkably successful. 

Up to a couple of years. ago there was 
no unemployment in the Republic. Even 
to-day the number of persons out of work 
is less than half a million. The currency 
has been stable since 1920. . Tariffs are 
high, but they are not: promiscuous, as 
they are in some of the neighbouring 
countries; and, from the economic stand- 
point, the relations between the Czech 
Government and its neighbours leave little 
to be desired. 


A TARIFF WAR. 


A very different condition of affairs 
exists on the far bank of the Danube. 
Towards the end of July I was a passen- 
ger in the last train that was allowed out 
of Hungary into Austria with any kind 
of goods. The frontier was clésed com- 
pletely to merchandise of every descrip- 
tion. The tariff war between Britain and 
the Free State is merely a lovers’ tiff in 
comparison with the bitter struggle that 
arose between the Austrians and the 
Magyars, and, unintelligent as has been 
the handling of the Anglo-Irich situation, 
the handling of the Danubian situation 
has been very much worse. 

So far as I could gather, the Czechs are 
the only people in: Central Europe who 
have not become tariff-mad. The fact 
that they do such an enormous export 
trade possibly helps to keep their protec- 
tive enthusiasm within reasonable limits; 
but the Austrians, the Magyars, the 
Rumanians, and the Poles, to say nothiny 
of the Yugo-Slavs, have instituted so 
many restrictions against one -another 
that one wonders how any trade can he 
done at all. 

The latest experiment is in regard to 
currency. The Central European States 
are so fearful of their currencies that 
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a strict embargo has been placed on the 


E ort of capital in any’ shape or form. 


When one crosses the trontier a careful 
note is taken of the amount of money that 
one in whatever form it may 
happen to be—foreign currencies, native 
currencies, cheques or letters of credit; 
and woe betide the unwary traveller who 
tries to take out. more money than he 
brought in with him. This sort of thing 
makes travelling a nuisance ; and it seems 
to be getting worse rather than better. I 
noti that the strictest countries are 
those which ate the least sure of them- 
selves. After a spell of Austria and 
Hungary, it is a relief to get back to 
Czech Slovakia, where the rate of ex- 
change at least is steady, and revenue 
officials do not want to know the origin 
of every penny that the visitor happens io 
have in his pocket. 

The Czechs have made good ; the others 
have not. Such is the condition of Cen- 
tral Europe in a sentence. Before the 
War all roads led to Vienna; now most 
of them lead to Prague. In pre-war days 
also Slavs throughout the world kept 
their eyes fixed on St. Petersburg, and the 
Pan-Slav movement was inspired by 
Russian ideals. Now all that has 
changed. There still is an extremely 
powerful Pan-Slay movement, as anybody 
who attended the Sokol Congress will 
recognise; but its heart is in Prague 
rather than in Moscow. | 

For the time being Russia has faded out 
of the picture. I did not meet a single 
Slavonic Bolshevik in Central Europe. 
There is a tremendous. feeling of racial 
unity between the non-Russian Slavs, but 
they have little sympathy with Com- 
munism, and if ever this mighty force is 
mobilised for Europe’s weal or woe its 
focal point will be Prague. 


PAN-SLAVISM. 


The possibilities of Pan-Slavism are im- 
mense. Poles, Czechs, Slovaks and Yugo- 
Slavs alone number some 52,000,000, and 
there are many millions of other Slavs— 
quite apart from the Russians—through- 
out the world. Although Poland is 
numerically the most important Slavonic 
country outside Russia the moral leader- 
ship of the Slavs has passed to Czecho- 
Slovakia. The Poles are a feckless folk— 
Polnische Wirtschaft is a synonym for 
slipshod methods throughout Central 
Europe—and although they- have had 
greater opportunities than the Czechs, 
they have made a’ conspicuous mess of 
things. The Yugo-Slavs are still un- 
som, fe in many ways. They lack that 
tradition of culture without which no 
nation can lead its fellows, and, although 
they have any amount of virility, their 
outlook is largely tribal. Yugo-Slavia is 
an inchoate amalgam of Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes—all Slavs, it is true, but differ- 
ing widely from one another in a variety 
of ways. So far they have been unable to 
compose their internal difficulties. They 
are living -precariously under a fierce 
dictatorship, and the triune kingdom at 
any moment might split into its elements 
under any kind of external pressure. 

None of the Central European nations 
has become properly accustomed to the 
basic principlés of freedom. Those who 
have been born free, and have centuries 
of unbroken freedom behind them, cannot 
appreciate the minds of peoples who have 
been oppressed for generations. They are

liable to develop what in the jargon of 
the psycho-analysts is known as an in- 
feriority complex, to become intensely 
suspicious, not only of one another, but of 
all the world, and to brood over their 
grievances, real or’ imaginary, to the 
neglect of their work as civilised nations. 
The Czechs seem to have overcome these 
difficulties. At Geneva, for example, Dr. 
Benesh, their Foreign Minister, has been 
one of the most notable exponents of the 
European, as opposed to the rigidly 
national, point of view in all matters 
of high politics, and tl.eir foreign policy 
almost since the beginning of their exist- 
ence as a separate State has been remark 
ably free from aggression. 

What the Czechs have been able to do, 
no doubt, the others will learn to do in 
time ; but Europe and the world must be 
patient. Central Europe is a region of 
vast potentialities. Its races are inter- 
mingled in such a way as to make any 
really just ethnographical division a 
physical imporsibility. However the 
frontiers are éin; an apparent injustice 
must be done to somebody: and there 
always will be noisy minorities to harass 
the statesmen of the world with their com. 
plaints. In view of ‘the haste with 
which the treaties of peace were drafted. 
the conflict: of interests among the Great 
Powers, and the passions and prejudices 
which were inseparable from the war- 

ychology of the victorious Allies, the de- 
imitation of frontiers—with the notable 
exception of that between Hungary and 
Rumania—was surprisingly fair. if 
France. would keep her finger out of the 
Central European pie, all might yet be 
well,. and the Danubian peoples might 
setile down to live in peace, accepting as 
a pis aller the existing condition of affairs. 
But that seems to be a vain hope. Not 
only France, but Italy, insists on regard- 
ing Central Europe as a legitimate field 
for diplomatic exploitation, and the bad 
old game of manceuvring for position stil] 
goes merrily on. One of these fine days 
Germany will take a hand in it, Then. 
before we are much older, Russia may 
enter the lists, in which event anything 
may happen. 

In the meanwhile, we in the West must 
remain mere spectators of events, The 
future of Europe probably will be decided, 
as it has been derided so often before, in 
the valley of the Danube. The time has 
not yet come when swords can be beaten 
into ploughshares: It is not likely to 
come in our day, and a hundred years 
hence the world's statesmen: still may be 
struggling with the: age-old problems of 
Central Europe.

Elmer Rice, indeed, has written what must 
ever be a sermon against the slums, as well 
as a plea for kindness and charity in the 
dealings of mortals. In the production 
he has had, of course, the: aid of all 
the technical and artistic qualities which, 
either through genius in production or acting, 
are possible in the modern photo-plays. 

I have rarely seen better acting than that 
of Sylvia Sidney, as the trustful and 
mystified — though at times hardened— 
daughter of the self-sufficient artisan, 
Morrant (who is himself responsible for a 
very fine portrayal); nor have I, on leaving 
a theatre, experienced such a feeling that all 
this was not a shadow story, but a series of 
poignant incidents in the lives of: people who 
were my friends.

Rescue from Rocks in 
Tramore Bay. —

WATERFORD, Monday. 


YOUNG man named Patrick Barrett, 
A whose home is in the Munmahogue 
district, about three miles from 
Tramore, Co. Waterford, was the central 
figure in. a rescue scene yesterday, when be 
was marooned on the Doneraile rocks. 
Barrett went out to the rocks at low tide, 
and sat reading a book. Eventually he fell 
asleep, and when he awoke, some hours later, 
dusk was falling and he was completely cat 
off by the rising tide. Realising his predica- 
ment, he tried to climb the cliff, but finding 
this impossible, he clung to a ledge on the 
cliff face and flashed out signals from an 
electric pocket torch which he was carrying.

-Mulcahy hurried to the shore with a number 
of Guards, but in the meantime Barrett's 
signals had been seen by two men, Power and 
Kelly, who, with a man named Murray, 
succeeded in reaching the marooned man.

Masters and Men. 


After eight days of deadlock in the 
Lancashire cotton dispute the persistent 
rumours of Government intervention are 
fulfilled this morning. The Minister of 
Labour has communicated with the 
employers and the strikers, and it is ex- 
pected that his letters will urge an imme- 
diate conference under the Government's 
auspices. One week has been long 
enough to pile up a formidable bill of 
costs. The cotton trade has Jost in income 
some £1,250,000; the operatives are the 
poorer by £500,000 in wages, and the trade 
unions have paid out £208,000 in strike 
pay. To these sums must be added half 
a million pounds lost by the railway com- 
panies and the collieries. Nevertheless, 
these computations do not close the 
account. <A truer estimate of the week's 
losses would mount into even more sinister 
figures ; for it would include the decrease 
in turnover shared by all the traders of 
north-east Lancashire, with its inevitable 
repercussions upon British commerce, The 
strike has spread every day. Even where 
the workers had wished to continue in 
employment they have been prevailed 
upon—often by methods open to the 
strongest criticism—to join their comrades 
in the streets, and now only five towns 
stand out against the wishes of their 
unions. Nominally, the spinners are un- 
affected as yet by the weavers’ strike, but 
many of their mills have been closed 
through lack of work. 

No settlement is possible while the 
two sides remain in admittedly hostile 
camps, and, perhaps, the Government has 
come forward at the right moment to take 
advantage of a slightly improved spirit in 
Lancashire. To assume, however, that the 
end is in sight because the protagonists 
have been asked to reconsider their differ- 
ences is to place a false construction upon 
the nature of the dispute. An illustration 
of the temper of organised Labour is given 
by the meeting of the Trades Union Con- 
gress at Newcastle yesterday. Since the 
beginning of the strike the unions con- 
cerned have insisted that they do not look 
to the Congress for guidance. They did not 
consult it when they took the first step, 
and they safeguard their 
revenues and their independence. The 
Congress, therefore, had only to make an 
Official acknowledgment that it had 
received notification of the strike; it was

not concerned at this stage either to 
Its leaders, how- 
ever, chose to refer to the matter at some 
length. A resolution was passed in which 
the policy of the employers was condemned 
as futile, and it was decided that the 
operatives, by their remarkable response 
to the call, had shown that the working 
classes could not be beyond a 
certain limit. This helpful summary of 
the position was backed by a promise of 
£1,000 for the strikers’ funds.

To the Trades Union Congress, 
speaking with the voice of the English 
working-man, this calamitous strike ta 
nothing but an incident in the fight of 
labour against capital. Such barren 
philosophy is the greatest obstacle in the 
path of industrial peace to-day, and, so 
long as it obtains credence in any manu- 
facturing town in these islands, a per- 
manent settlement of labour unrest is out 
of the question. Conference between the 
two sides in the cotton dispute will come 
to nothing unless employers and employed 
are ready to face the facts. The industry 
is in desperate straits, and only frank co- 
operation in. a new spirit can save it. If 
the strikers continue their course in the 
spirit of obduracy approved by the Trades 
Union Congress, their vindication of their 
rights will be an empty triumph.

Monarchy in Europe. 

Herr von. Papen’s presence with the 
Crown Prince, Field-Marshal ton Macken- 
sen, and members of his Cabinet at the 
Stahlhelm parade in Berlin on Sunday 
seems to have been interpreted widely as 
& presage of a Hohenzollern restoration. 
Time will show whether or not this theory 
is accurate ; but the mere stiggestion alone 
raises an abundance of piquant issues. The 
Hohenzollerns are not the only royal 
family that aspires to sit on the seat of 
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Hungary is still ruled by the Crown of St. 
Stephen—in young Prince Otto, the heir. 
of the Habsburgs. These do not make up 
the tale of the royal claimants, but the 


rest either are unimportant or lack any 


reasonable prospects. So much, however, 
cannot be said in the case of the Hohen- 
zollerns, Prince Rupprecht and Prince 
Qtto, If, as so many people expect, the 
von Papen Government puts the Crown 
Prince William upon the throne of 
Prussia, Prince Rupprecht’s coronation 
at Munich would seem to be at least a very 
possible consequence. Monarchy would 
be in the air. The Hungarian problem 
then would become extremely interesting ; 
for France would be faced with agitating 
alternatives. Would Austrian socialism 
be strong enough to prevent an anschluss 
with monarchical Bavaria? On the other 
hand, would it be wiser to restore Prince 
Otto at once in Hungary and revive 
some semblance of the old Dual 
Monarchy? If the new King of Prussia 
were also German Emperor, the question 
would become acute in the last 
degree. An imperial Germany, which in- 
cluded Austria, would be a sad menace to 
French plans in Central Europe. To-day, 
of course, a ready answer is that all these 
possibilities have been foreseen and are 
forbidden by the Treaty of Versailles. Yet 
who will pretend that, if Herr von Papen 
decides to, play Honest George Monk to 
the Crown Prince’s Charles II., and the 
German people accepts such a move, any 
serious steps will be taken to frustrate his 
plans? The precedent thus will have been 
set, and the Versailles Treaty will be a 
dead letter—a fate to which not a few 
already wish to consign it. It is impos- 
sible to prophesy whether any of these 
things will happen, and it will be hard to 
assess their merits and demerits if they do 
happen. One thing, however, is manifest 
—that since the carving up of the 
old Habsburg Empire’ economists and 
politicians have been struggling to replace 
it with a “ Danubian Bloc ” or some other 


substitute. 


Old Words for New. 


A great strain is put upon old languages 
which are required suddenly to adapt 
themselves to mew needs. Greek . is, 
perhaps, the only exception. The genius 
of its founders created it for all time. 
Plato’s vocabulary can embrace the 
subtlest thoughts of modern philosophy 
and the most complicated invention of 
modern science; but other old tongues did 
not possess this gift of anticipation. To- 
day, when patriotism or necessity brings 
them up to date, they are forced to find 
a stock of new words, and, as a rule, they 
follow one, or all, of three courses. They 
give new meanings to old words, invent 
new words, or, going out into the high- 
ways and byways of other languages, 
compel foreign words to come into their 
own fold. So far as our slight knowledge 
goes, modern Irish—the Irish of the Free 
State’s Acts of Parliament and official 
advertisements—adopts all these methods. 
For instance, it has found Irish equiva- 
lents for the names of such offices as 
“taxing master” and ‘‘cow-tester,’’ 
neither of which, we suppose, was known 
to our remote ancestors. Turkey, however, 
has chosen a different scheme, which is 
not only original, but highly flattering to 
the nation’s conceit of itself, The Ghazi 
Pasha proposes to purge the Turkish 
language of foreign—notably Arabic and 
Persian—influences, and has appointed 
a special linguistic commission to this 
end. The gaps will not be filled by inven. 
tions; for the Ghazi claims that Turkish 
in its original form was very rich, and 
that the only need is ‘to restore abandoned 
words and expressions to common use. 
To-day the Turks give the title “‘ Reis” 
to the President of their National 
Assembly. The Ghazi denounces it, and 
has unearthed the old title ‘‘ Bashbuggh ”’ 
—on which the author of “ The Jabber- 
wock ” certainly would have congratulated 
him. Furthermore, he has discovered 
that ‘‘ kultur’’ (stolen so fatally by the 
Germans) and “ pyjamas’’ (stolen by all 
the beach girls) are old Turkish words. 
The movement grows apace. It is being 
supported with enthusiasm by Turkish 
authors and journalists, who are com- 
peting with one another in the use of long- 
forsaken words. The only trouble is that 
the Turkish public no longer can under- 
stand its newspapers. 


A Whisky Crisis. 


whisky during the coming season. Some 
seventy-eight distilleries may cease pro- 
duction, and several thcusand workmen 
may be forced to join the already teeming 
ranks of the unemployed. Trade depres- 
sion, no doubt, has played its part in 
this business, but the distiller’s position 
is due primarily to the crushing weight 
of superimposed duties. The crisis has 
not come as a surprise. Indeed, for some 
time the distilleries have been working 
at a loss in order to keep their men 
in employment, with the result that stocks 
have been accumulating until now in one 
small town alone—Rother, in Morayshire 
—there are two million gallons of whisky, 
which, if sold, would fetch about seven 
million pounds. Workmen and distillers 
will not be the only losers by this 
‘“‘stimp ;” the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will be gravely concerned at the large ¢zop 
which must occur in the national revenue. 
According to a member of the combine, a 
gallon of whisky, which costs only three 
shillings and sixpence to distil, is eom- 
pelled to pay the Government seventy-two 
shillings and sixpence. Though a certain 
poetic justice may lurk in the fact that 
the Exchequer, which is the cause of the 
evil, also is a notable sufferer, . the 
economic issues involved cannot be dis- 
missed on this light note. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, for many reasons, will find 
any marked reduction of the whisky 
duties inconvenient, sad the only solu- 
tion seems to lie in the departure of 
prohibition from the United States.

Records of the Conference. 


The Cunarder, Aurania, on its recent 
voyage home from Canada carried, locked 
away in its strong room, all the documents 
used by the British delegation at Ottaw:

ocuments are extremely numerous, and 
they filled no fewer than sixty cases. Thes:

The documents record in 
full detail all the agreements made, as 
well as a summary of the speeches of the 
delegates and experts. The cases were 
conveyed from the Aurania by a flect of 
cars, conducted by special messengers, 
from the Commercial Docks to the 
Dominions Office.

A Photography Exhibition. 


A series of giant photographs, many of 
them seven feet tall and proportionately 
broad, torms a ‘striking feature of the 
annual Exhibition of British Portraiture 
and Industrial Photography; which was 
opened at the Prince’s Galleries, Piccadilly, 
to-day by the Lord Mayor. The Exhibition, 
organised by the Professiona] Photo- 
graphers’ Association, comprises the worn 
of two hundred and fifty members from 
all parts of Great Britain and Ireland. 
The enlargements dominate one of tha 
galleries, in which also is exhibited the 
largest collection of industrial photographs 
ever assembled in this country.

Posing, technique’ and lighting 
all show great improvement. It is par- 
ticularly noticeable that the work of the 
provincia! photographer is in no way in- 
ferior to that of the West End man.

Quicker Rei lway Services. 


Another important stage in the L.M.S. 
Railway’s policy of progressively speeding- 
up train schedules throughout its system 
will be reached on Monday next, when, 
with the introductien of the winter trair 
services, no fewer than 1,075 trains wi!!! 
be accelerated by a total of 3,660 minutes 
daily. Following upon the widespread im- 
provement of train services effected by the 
Company in two successive stages in May 
and July, this means that during the pre 
sent year alone the L.M.S. have accele 
rated a total of 3,101 passenger trains, so 
as to cut running times by 10,084 minutes 
—a saving in travel time of 168 hours a 
day. Under’ the new time-table which 
will come into force this month five ex- 
presses will be scheduled to make daily 
runs at average speeds of over 60 miles 
an hour, including one at 64.4 miles an 
hour and another at 63.1 miles an hour, 
while 81 other trains will be timed at 
average speeds ranging from 55 to 59 miles 
an hour. Between Euston and Manches- 
ter, and vice versa, 13 expresser are bein? 
accelerated to save 144 minutes daily. In 
this important inter-city service there wil! 
be a morning and evening business ex- 
press trom Manchester to Euston, each 
booked to make the journey in 34 hours— 
the fastest time on record—and a similar 
timing will be introduced for the evening 
business train, ‘‘ The Lancastrian,”’ leav- 
ing Euston at 6 o'clock. 


An Improvement in Traae. 


A cheerful view regarding the trade out- 
look is developing among the bankers, as 
they are leanai becoming possessed of 
evidence from many of the principal trade 
centres that “improvement is steady, if 
slight. There is an increased inquiry for 
forward supplies of iron and steel, renewed 
activity in the overseas trade in the heavy 
electrical industry and in certain branches 
of engineering. Recent calls for combus- 
tion engineering equipment are looked 
upon as a sign of improvement, as the de- 
mand emanates from trades all over the 
country. . Unemployment figures reveal

HEARD THE FIRING OF 
TWO SHOTS.

66 AU u.Fut murder by some person or 
rsons unknown,” was the ver- 
dict returned at the inquest held to-night 
on John McDermott, the 33-year-old 
farmer of Rosmoylan, -Creggs, Co, Ros- 
common, whose body, riddled with shot- 
gun wounds, was fouud near his farm- 
house in the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing. The inquiry was held by Mr. J. J. 
Burke, Coroner for Roscommon, and Mr. 
P. J. Neilan, State Solicitor, appeared 
for the State. 
Kate McDermott, sister of the dead 
man, was the first witness and gave evi- 
dence, after being. cautioned by the 
Coroner, at the request of Mr. Neilan. 
She said that when John McDermott re- 
turned from cutting oats with her uncle 
on Saturday night he asked her if there 
was any man in the house. She replied 
“ No.” John then went to the fields to 
see if the oats were dry and came back a 
few minutes later. While John had been 
stacking oats Jack Timothy came in and 
was in the house when John returned. 
Both talked for an hour until 10 o’clock 
(old time), when James Timothy came in. 
John McDermott immediately stood u» 
and walked out, giving James his chair. 
Jack Timothy left an hour later, but 
James stayed until 12 o’clock. Shortly 
before he left her other brother, Paddy, 
came home. Whilst she and James 
Timothy had been alone in the house Jim 
said he thought he heard a noise and went 
to the door. Paddy, when he came in, 
prepared to go to bed, but when she told 
him that Timothy had thought he heard 
some noise outside the house Paddy said it 
might be cattle breaking out and went to 
see. Witness went to her room and Paddy 
went out. She then heard a shot. “ Paddy 
was only out about a minute when I heard 
two shots,” said Miss McDermott. ‘‘ They 
were on the road in front of the house, 
because I heard the trees rattling.”’ She 
was in bed at the first shot, but rushed to 
the door and then heard another shot. 


HEARD TWO. SHOTS. 


“I was alone in the house when both 
shots were fired,” continued the witness. 
“ The first person to come to the door was 
my brother, and he asked if I heard any 
shots, and I replied ‘ Yes.’ Paddy ran to 
the road, and in about. a minute he came 
back and said ‘ Jack is shot.’ I replied 
that he might not be dead, and he said, 
“I shook him and there was no life in 
him.’ ’’ Miss McDermott said she wanted 
Paddy to call neighbours, but he would 
not. He walked out again to John while 
witness ran to James Kane’s house and 
told them what had happened. She re- 
mained with the Kanes until 4.50 on Sun- 
day morning. About 4 o’clock James Kane 
and Jim McDonagh went to the Civic 
Guards at Creggs. Paddy was working 
at home all day on Saturday, she said, 
and he left about 9 o’clock in the evening. 
There was not a gun in the house on 
Saturday, and she had never heard of 
either of her brothers having one. John 
McDermott had no enemies. He owed her- 
self and Paddy £100 each out of the farm, 
and it was not paid up to the time of his 
death. Her father’s will had been kept 
by Father Murray. 
James Timothy (Rosmoylan), a neigh- 
bouring farmer, described John McDermott 
as a quiet, harmless man, without 
enemies. Witness used to visit the 
McDermotts, and on Saturday night while 
he was there he thought he heard some 
noise, which he believed was someone walk- 
ing outside. It was about 11 o’clock, and 
he went home about half-an-hour later, 
assing the spot where the body had been 
found later. 

Superintendent Twomey (Roscommon) 
told the Coroner of the finding of the 
body. 
Dr. Bernard Coyne and Dr. Jones, who 
made a postemortem examination, de- 
scribed the gunshot wounds which had 
caused instantaneous death. 

The jury returned a verdict as above. 


BROTHER ARRESTED.

‘The 
capitalist system requires far more than 
patching, and no number of conferences can 
save it from the final destruction which it 
has earned,

MORE UNEMPLOYED 
IN BRITAIN.

RISE OF 48.000 IN A MONTH. 


Another increase in the number of un- 
employed was shown in the Ministry of 
Labour's monthly statement issued last 
night. 

It is estimated that at August 22 there 
were approximately 9,280,000 insured 
persons in employment in Great Britain— 
37,000 less than a month before and 85,000 
less than a year before. 

The decline since July was largely due 
to a reduction in the numbers in employ- 
ment in the cotton industry, which was 
affected by stoppages of work in some dis- 
tricts owing to trade disputes. There was 
also a falling off in textile printing, bleach- 
ing, dyeing, etc., in the tailoring trade, in 
coal mining, in dock and harbour service, 
and in the distributive trades. An im- 
provement, however, was recorded in the 
jute industry. 

At August 22 the numbers of un- 
employed persons on the registers of 
Employment Exchanges in Great Britain 
were 2,040,078 wholly unemployed, 
719,295 temporarily stopped, and 100,455 
normally in casual employment, making a 
total of 2,859,828. | 
This was 48,046 more than the number 
on the registers at July 25 last, and 
126,046 more than a year before. 

The total on August 22 comprised 
2,289,045 men, 835,737 boys, 430,271 women 
and 56,775 girls.

Mr. Franx MacDermor. 


The Duc de Stacpoole, who occupied the 
chair, said that they all knew they were 
in a bad way, and he would like that 
meeting of farmers, traders and farm 
workers to put forward concrete proposals 
as to what should be done now and im the 
future. He wanted especially to hear the 
views of the small farmers. He thought 
the best thing that they could do was to 
pass resolutions and publish them in the 
Press for everyone throughout the country 
to see. It-was.no use sending any more 
deputations to the Minister. The deputa- 
tion already sent to the Minister got a 
polite hearing, but no undertaking of any 
sort that the position would be improved 
either now or in the future. 

The farmers, traders and farm workers 
represented seventy-five per cent. of the 
people of Ireland. They paid eighty per 
cent, of the taxes, and they were the people 
who should dictate Government licy. 
They lead already by resolution told the 
Government that the tariff war should 
end. They should now try to get the 
farmers’ organisations throughout the 
twenty-six counties to pass similar resolu- 
tions, and let President de Valera and his 
Ministers realise that the Government had 
not the farmers at their back, as the 
President had sajd a short time ago. 


THE CHIEF SUFFERERS. 


Supporting the resolution, Mr. P. 
MacMahon, of Trammon, Rathmolyon, 
who spoke for the small farmers, said that 
they were the chief sufferers in the con- 
flict, and the only way out of the deadlock 
was by way of arbitration or negotiation. 
It was up to them as farmers to speed 
up the negotiations. He suggested that 
some independent person be asked to 
intervene between the two Governments. 
and the person that he suggested was 
John Count McCormack. (Applause.) 


THE CRY FOR TARIFFS. 


LEINSTER HOUSE BESIEGED 


Mr. Frank _MacDermot, Independent 
Deputy, of Roscommon, said that he 
wanted to associate himself very emphati- 
cally with every word that had been said 
about the importance of Irish farmers 
organising. he corridors of Leinster 
House were besieged with representatives 
of all sorts of people wanting tariffs and 
special benefits for their business. All 
‘heed people were carefully organised and 
active, and on the look-out to for- 
ward their interests; but the farmers 
were not organised and never seemed to do 
anything effectively to push forward their 
interests. This was all the more deplor- 
able, inasmuch as Irish agriculture was 
something much more than one industry 
among many. It was the backbone of the 
nation, and if it went down everything 
else in Ireland went down with it. 

The clapping on of all these tariffs in 
such tremendous numbers was putting a 
burden on agriculture greater thin it could 
bear, especially in these hard times. They 
were there, however, to talk about the 
situation created by the economic war. 


QUESTION OF MEDIATION. 


Dealing with the suggestion that some 
prominent man should be selected to act 
as a mediator, he said that it was a natura! 
suggestion, and at first sight an attractive 
one, but he could tell them that the thing 
had been tried out. Various people 
offered themselves as mediators, but it did 
not do a bit of good. The answer always 
was that the difficulty was not one of con- 
tact ; in other words, there was no reason 
why the two Governments or any in- 
dividuals amongst them should not talk 
to each other at any moment and put 
forward anything that they had in mind. 
They had thrashed out the question pretty 
thoroughly, and at Ottawa there was a 
good deal of talk about it, but negotiation 
and the possibility of negotiation had been

incentive to peace. There was a 
great deal of talk these days about 
| ‘treachery’ and ‘‘treason,’’ and 
'about anybody who criticised the 
| Government being a bad Irishman. 


i He had no personal antipathy or personal 
preference towards the leaders of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal and Fianna Fail 
Parties. So far as he was concerned, he 
would be content to see the Fianna Fail 
Party in power for years to come if they 
would only run the country in what he 
considered to be the interests of the people. 
Tf they had burned the greater part of 
their programme when they had come into 
office, he would have been satisfied; but 
the only part of the programme that they 
did not proceed with was the valuable 
part. The part that they had gone on 
with was destructive to the country. 


COST OF TELEPHONE TALKS 


In all this talk of treason there were 
one or two things that they should 
remember. Even in actual war there 
never had been a rule that nobody must 
criticise the Government of the day. He 
mentioned that in the Boer War there 
was a large party in Great Britain 
strongly pro-Boer, and the two men fore- 
most in that attitude afterwards became 
Prime Ministers— Campbell-Bannerman 
and Lloyd George. He also mentioned 
that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, now Prime 
Minister, had been a pacifist during the 
Great War, and went on to say that 
during the Home Rule struggle John 
Redmond was criticised severely by the 
Sinn Fein Party and by the Morning 
Post and other English newspapers. 

This talk about treachery and treason 
was a disreputable argument, and ought 
to be dropped once and for all. He did 
not think himself in any way debarred by 
patriotic considerations from criticising 
the Government’s handling of their case. 
He thought they were handling it exceed- 
ingly badly. He had hopes that the talks 
in Ottawa would have done good, and he 
thought that, if the delegates had had a 
free hand to arrive at the best settlement 
they could, they would have done so: but 
unfortunately there was the trans-Atlantic 
telephone, and when he saw that every 
day there were long conversations with 
President de Valera his hopes sank very 
low. He believed that the cost of speaking 
on the trans-Atlantic telephone was some 
pounds per minute, but the cost to 
Ireland had been many thousands, 


WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN, 


So far as he knew, nobody had yet 
succeeded in coming to a compromise with 
President de Valera. 

“I think,” said Mr. MacDermot, “if 
there was a new event established at the 
Olympic Games, the giving of a prize for 
hair-splitting, that we could get another 
silver laurel wreath for President de 


Valera. We would have a third Irish 
Olympic champion. (Laughter and ap- 
plause. ) 


Ottawa had come to an end, he con- 
tinued, and they were not a bit nearer a 
settlement. It made him. sad to think 
what had been done and what might have 
been done at Ottawa if they had there 
business-like men, who went there with a 
free hand. They could have come away, 
having settled the question of the Oath, 
and having obtained for Irish producers 
a position in the British market better than 
they ever had, consid2ring the amount 
of the goods they took from Great Britain. 
The only thing that prevented that was 


this antiquated sentimentality—this 
hoary-headed issue about their relations 
with the British Commonwealth. All 
that President de Valera had achieved 
for them was that, whilst at the moment 
they were in the Rritiso “cmmonwealth, 
they had all the disadvantages of being 
outside it. 


THE COMMONWEALTH.

SUGGESTED REFERENDUM. 


This question of their position in the 
Commonwealth had troubled them for 
many years in the past, and, if certain 
politicians had their way, would trouble 
them in the future. He did not care a 
straw on sentimental reasons whether 
they remained in the Commonwealth or 


not. The best solution of all, in his 
opinion, was to accept to be in the 
Commonwealth and take the economic 
advantages that flowed from it. He 


would like that question to be put to the 
Irish people by way of referendum or at 
an election and decided once for all, or, 
at least, for their tifetime. 

The agricultural industry would go 
down unless the economic dispute was 
brought to an end. The way to bring it 
to an end was by a fair arbitration 
tribunal, and he said that there should 
be no difficulty in finding two Irish citi- 
zens capable of presenting their case, and

COUNTERPART TO HOUSING BILL. 


———-b———— 


The bill will be an essential counter- 
‘part to the Housing Bill passed by the 
Dail recently aiming at wiping out the 
Free State's slum problem within the 
space of ten years. 

Local authorities complain that they are 
hampered, rather than assisted, by the 
powers which they hold under a few Acts, 
which have in relation to town;-planning a 
bearing which, they say, is ugeless almost 
to the point of being entirely negligible. 

In many instances local authorities, not 
knowing oxactly their rights wnder exist- 
ing legislation, have been afraid to pro- 
ceed with any action which, if it proved 
successful, would rid the country of many 
ugly sights and would banish a feeling of 
physical gloom, and sometimes garishness. 

The Minister is now going to give them 
ample power through which local authori- 
ties may assert themselves, and will not 
permit anyone for commercial gain, or 
through lack of good taste, to destroy the 
natural beauty of towns and the country- 


side generally. 


FORETHOUGHT NEEDED. 


Pending the introduction of the Town 
Planning Bill the Minister for Local 
Government has asked all local bodies en- 
gaged in the provision of houses undeér 
the recent Housing Act to build with fore- 
thought and vision, and not to do any- 
thing that may clash with the bill when 
it is announced. 

In this local councils should be guided 
by their architects to a greater extent 
than heretofore to leave open spaces, 
which can be used as public parks, and 
also to build in places where there is a 
maximum of sunshine. 

What has in the past been accepted as 
the proper and satisfactory width of 
streets will be increased under the new 
bill, and will give to new areas 
an attractive aspect, as contrasted | 


with the dull appearance of streets to be 
noted in many provincial towns, and 
which has been the subject of well- 
reasoned comment at meetings of 
architects and others who have advocated 
this town-planning bill. 


FOR FUTURE GENERATIONS 


No one, it may be said, knows better 
than the Minister, Mr. O’Kelly himself, 
the value of a really comprehensive 
planning bill, and he is setting out to 


achieve what he believes will confer 
benefits on generations yet to come. 

The provision of proper playgrounds for 
children will be a strong point in the new 
bill. Thé Minister has been impressed 
by the representations made to him by 
persons engaged in welfare work concern- 
ing the urgency of providing open spaces. 
No one need go farther than some of the 
back streets of Dublin to seek examples of 
children who must spend their days in 
smoke-laden atmosphere. 


SEASIDE BUNGALOWS. 


Another important point which the 
Minister will scarcely neglect to deal with 
is the haphazard erection of bungalows at 
seaside towns. The Free State is now 
suffering from an unusually severe attack 
of what architects and surveyors call 
‘“* bungalowitis,’’ which has in many 
places spoiled whatever beauty seaside 
towns ordinarily should ssess. The 
Minister, in putting an end to the indis- 
criminate use of galvanised corrugated 
iron and a few pieces of wood, caught 
together by a few nails, will also remove 
the possibility of outbreaks of illness, 
which at places have not been remote. 
Properly constructed and designed houses, 
with adequate sanitation, will in future 
lend charm to the sca coast, and will im- 
prove the quality of Free State seaside 
resorts.

 GERMANY'S “ROAD 
BACK.” 
VON PAPEN PROSPERITY 
PLAN DECREED.

The emegency decree, which puts into force 
the Cabinet’s programme for the revival of 
Germany's economic life, contains four 
secticns:—(1) Measures to relieve’ the 
economic life; (2) social measures; (5) credit 
measures, and (4) financial and miscellaneous 
measures 

The official interpretation of the emergency 
decree, the text of, which will be published 
to-morrow, puts out that the principal points 
of the decree is especially to lessen unemploy- 
ment and to relieve the middie and small 
industries. The Government insists that 
“private industry still constitutes the best 
a reasonable satisfaction of the 
Forces domant in 
therefore, be

people’s economic needs. 
the private industries must, 
stimulated.” 


A sum of will 


750 million marks 
be abailable in the near future for 
public works. This expenditure, the 
Government expects, will have a beneficial 
effect. upon private industry, which will be 
helped by negotiable tax certificates, by fifty 
millions appropriated for house repairs and 
by an early lowering of the interest rate of 
credits. 

Farmers wil] benefit from the cancellation of 
the tax on pasteurised milk and by the 
introduction of a quota system for the import 
of agricultural products. 

With regard to the general measures the 
decree provides a simplification and cheapen- 
ing of the administration of social insurances. 

The principle of wage agreements remains, 
but may be amended to suit local conditions 
and emergencies in certain trades. Employers 
engaging workers may at the same time 
reduce wages, but only in such Manner that 
the pay for the thirty-first to the fortieth hour 
may not be cyt by more than fifty per cent. 
The total wage, however, may not be lowered 
by more than twenty per cent. 

The employer will receive a bonus for every 
new man engaged. 

As regards credit measures, the decree pro- 
vides for greater elasticity in allotting welfare 
subventions among municipalities, and a re- 
duction of the so-called per capita tax. 

Miscellaneous provisions bring the salaries 
in concer 1s which are subsidised or controlled 
by the Reich down to the level of those pre- 
vailing in Civil Service offices. 

The explanation of the decree insists 


that everything is to be done to avoid impair- 
ing the stability of the Germany currency,

TROUBLE BEEWING

GOVERNMENTAL REACTION. 

Mr. Bromley, in an attack on the National 
Government, declared that it had a ha of 
reaction in every department of public life. 
As to Ottawa, he held that any success 
achieved there could only be ‘of a temporary 
character, He was opposed to discrimination 
against Russia, and was confident that the 
organised workers of Great Britain would 
very bitterly resent any such discrimination 
against a friendly Power with whom they hat 
so mich sympathy. 


ENGINEERED PANIC. . 

No solution of present difficulties lay in the 
policy pursued in the last twelve months by 
the Wational Government and the banking 
and financial interests which controlled it. 
There never was, he declared, any question of 
an’ unbalanced Budget and of tottering 
national credit except in the sense in which 
panic and financial difficulties were 
deliberately engineered last autumn for the 
set purpose of destroying the Labour Govern- 
ment J discrediting its achievements. 

The country had paid, and continued to 
pay, a heavy price for the mood of tem- 
orary insanity and hysteria which swept the 
ory Party into Éanna under the thin disguise 
of a coalition of parties.

THE WHEAT 
SCHEME. 
DIFFICULTIES - 
WHEN THE SUBSIDY | 
WILL BE A BURDEN.

by Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for 
Agriculture, at Cashel, County Tipperary, 
last Sunday, has given rise te considerable 
discussion. When asked yesterday to 
express their views on the subject, how: 
ever, most of those in a position to speak 
with authority, were not disposed -to 
definite, in view of the ,absence of any | 
information as to how the proposed’ subsidy 
is tobe raised. 
. There is widespread agreement that an 
increase in the area under tillage would 
be of advantage to the country, but if} 
there is to be a substantial increase in 
tillage, there mus@®also, as our Agricul- 
tural] Correspondent has inted out 
recently, be a change in the. country's 
method of stotk-farming. If the tillage 
scheme is to prove successful, it would 
seem that the system of rearing store cattle 
for export must give way to a system of 
fattening most of the cattle in the Irish 
Free State and exporting to a great extent 
only finished animals ready for the block. 
In this way it is claimed that the rotation 
crops rendered necessary by the cultiva- | 
tion of wheat would be consumed with | 
profit and suitable manure provided for | 


the land. 
SOME DIFFICULTIES. 


This point of view was expressed yester- 
day by Mr. Joseph A. O'Neill, Kinsealy, 
Malahide, who stated that in the direction | 
of mixed farming lay prosperity. Among | 
obstacles to the Government’s wheat 
scheme he alluded to the difficulty of find- 
ing land suitable for wheat-growing; the | 
purchase’ of implements, such as ploughs | 
and self-binders (se)f-biniders are not made | 
in this country), and, lastly, the labour 
problem in districts where there is no. 
tillage at present. 

As a wheat-grower himself he considered | 
that a higher guaranteed price would be | 
necessary to make the scheme a success. 
Another point to be considered was—what | 
quota would mix with other wheat. The) 
cost of production at present he | 
said,- was three times as high as 
i¢ was twenty-six years ago, when 
farm produce was bringing as much 
at it is to-day. In other words, receipts 
have fallen while outlay has increased. 


PAYING THE SUBSIDY. 


Mr. Keane, of Messrs. C. Dodd and | 
Sons, corn merchants, Smithfield, was not | 
optimistic. ‘‘ This summer,” he said, 
‘* has been good and grain will be in nice | 
condition, but for the last ten or twelve | 
years the summers have not been so good | 
and grain was poor. I do not know if the | 
proposed subsidy will be given to farmers | 
who neglect to take the necessary precau-_ 
tions to save their crop, just the same as | 
those who grow the wheat properly. If | 
that is done it will mean a terrible tax on 
the country. Except in limited quantities, 
wheat-growing is not likely to pay in this | 
country. Somebody must be taxed to pay | 
the subsidy, and I would like to know how | 
it is to be raised. 

“ If we could have a guarantee of fine | 
weather for the ripening of the crop, I 
could understand a subsidy being paid, but 
as it is you can never be sure of the 
quality. I do not know how you can sub- 
sidise corn in a declining market.” 


AN ACRE A FARM, 


A farmer from, Cashel, Co. Tipperary, 
stated that, while he had grown: wheat 
successfully, his land was too rich for it, 
becatige in wet weather the crop fell down 
and was easily destroyed. Wheaten straw, 
he said; was specially useful for horses, | 
while the grain obtained in a good season 
produced excellent bread, He thought 
that it would do no harm, but a lot of good, 
if every farmer would grow an acre olf 
wheat.

Mr. Heller fractured a leg at the opening 
of the conference of the British Association, 
and while his paper was being read he was 
having the leg re-set.

Sir Josiah Stamp, president of the L.M.S8., 
in a debate on Railway Traction Problems in 
the Engineering section, said that a few 
years ago, when they were experimenting 
with suburban lines in a practical way, it 
seemed that ultimately it would lead to the 
électrificution of the main lines. The demand 
fur smokeless cities made it appear almost a 
necessity. To-day it was not so eaby. 
American engineers were turning away from 
the possibilities of main line electrification 
tewards the greater possibility of steam. 

In a number of directions the efficiency cf 
steam Iccomotives had now been greatly in- 
creased. They were decreasing costs and in- 
creasing rapid acceleration. 


NOT “ DOWN AND OUT.” 

“Tt seems that the old steam locomotive 
is not so down and out as some people 
imaginé. Over the whole range of our 
system we have leaped into fine speeds, not 
merely on a few crack trains, but on the 
whole stock of new trains. We jo not know 
where all this will lead. The .peed-up will 
give rise to economies to off-set any imecréase 
in the cos* of maintaining these speeds
